Bueno* Aires, Aug. 17—The cat 
tie industry in Argentina, the most 
important and largest industry of the 
country, has practically reached a 
standstill. 
This was caused, to a largo extent 
by the exchange situation, hut has 
been greatly accelerated byithp strike 
in Eng land .of the British coal miners 
This latter has caused a,.scarcity of 
ships to carry the beef, and there is 
groat irregularity in the sailings at 
the ones which do come to Argen­ 
tina from England. 
The greater part of the beef ex 
ported from Argentina goes to Eng 
land. 
Practically none is sent to the 
United States. 
Even the large Amor 
lean parkers, Armour s anil Swift’s 
send almost all their meat to Eng 
land and Europe, France receiving a 
considerable portion. 
Also a small 
amount of live cattle has recently 
been shipped to Germany. 
However 
with conditions in England as they 
are at present, the meat houses are 
refraining from ordering Argentine 
beef, with the result that the pack 
ing houses here are marking tim* 
hoping for an improvement of the sit 
nation. 
In hogs cand sheep, movement of fin 
Industry is slow, but not to the extent 
of the business iii cattle. 
A cons id 
ernble quantity of hogs and sheep are 
being sent to the United States and 
Europe, as well as some hides. 
Argentine is the ideal country for 
cattle-raising, tile larger area of the 
country being made up of rich graz 
ing lands. 
The Argentine climate is 
so temperate that cattle are able to 
graze the year round, absolutely no 
attention being necessary for them 
Even the smallest “estancias” have 
several hundred head of cattle, while 
on the larger ones graze several thou 
sand head. 
The packing plants buy se vers I hun­ 
dred head at a time, 
They usually 
buy from ten days to two weeks 
ahead, timing the arrival of th*- < attle 
with their killing. 
The latter opera­ 
tion must also be timed with the sail­ 
ing of the ships on which the cattle 
are to be exported. 
The greater part of Paraguay is a 
well adapted, if not better, to stock- 
raising than Argentina. But there, toe 
business has come to a standstill. 
At 
present, fattening cattle can be bought 
in Paraguay at eight or nine dollars 
gold a head. 
In Argentina the largest estancias 
contain complete village* with church, 
school, etc., in which all the inhabi­ 
tants are employees of the estancia, 
living; there with their fam ilies.

I.tenth- In 5,<x*> in Hie German army. 
Nu one can realise without seeing the 
remissly Impenetrable terrain of the 
Argonne forest what we owe to our 
sidlers, but it was a crime to* send 
them In as I hay were ngninst men of 
such literacy.

Tigcrt on Our Illiteracy. 
The words of General Pershing have 
been buttressed by the words of l a c ­ 
ier Hgert, who, among oilier things, 
has said this: 
“It lins been declared that America, 
like Rome, will Im> destroyed by van­ 
dals from within, and not from with­ 
out, through the forces of Illiteracy. 
“tine man out of every four Iii the 
American army could neither 
rend 
nor writ**, but there was only one Il­ 
literate In 5,1X10 in the German army. 
No (die can realise without seeing the 
■ cent I ugly ini|M*n<*trnhlt> terrain of the 
Argonne forest what we owe to our 
soldier*, but It was a crime to* sci id 
them In as they were against men of 
such literacy. 
I hope that there will 
never la* another war, but lf there is 
it will lie a disgrace to the nation lf 
our men are not*bctter prepared, and 
It Is the task of tho schools to pre 
pare them."

Each representative In congress is

copies for themselves. 
Taking It by 
and large, the numbers of free copies 
are not many, hut there la a great deal 
printed In the Congressional Record 
which Is intended only to exploit, for 
his constituents’ sake, 
tin* personal 
and political views of the individual 
congressman. 
In order that (la* folk hack In the 
home district may know that their rep­ 
resentative

The repre­

In the saving of money It is prob­ 
able that a good many manuscripts 
worth while may be thrown out. or 
because nj advance Information, may 
not be printed or never may be pre­ 
pared. 
It is going to be a bard Job 
to discriminate between the worthy 
and the worthless, but somebody with 
good horse sense will be assigned to 
the task. 
Advice to the Farmer. 
There Is no definite way by which 
the various departments of mo e m ­ 
inent can determine Just what material 
which they send out In public print 
form is the hest worth while. Of 
course, from sonic articles they get 
large returns in comment from the 
dally press and In letters from inter- 
e stud persons all Over the country. 
However, there arc certain elements in 
the community which rarely write let­ 
ters, notably the Individual farmers. 
If the farmers of the country find 
that they are particularly interested in 
some line of governmental publica­ 
tions the wisest course for them to 
pursue, lf they want the printing on 
the subject to continue, is to write let­ 
ters of Interest and commendation to 
the 
Agricultural 
department. 
This 
probably 
will 
Insure 
the continued 
publication of particularly Interesting 
material. 
A large amount of the printed m at­ 
ter which goes from the government to 
the country is educational in Its scope. 
All of It is Intended so to he, but thor*' 
an* men In the government depart­ 
ments. as there are men in congress, 
who yield to the desire occasionally 
to air their own views without much 
regard to the probabilities or possibili­ 
ties that their views may be of no In­ 
t e r e s t to other people.
